It is also because there has not boon enough rain* 

The Tribal Flour Mill at Round Rock started operations in September. All 
Navajes who have grown wheat-are urged to bring it" for milling o.r to exchange 
it for flour. The wheat grown this year is a light yield but is very good*" 

District 11‘and 18 have 'clone more canning of food than was expected. In 
District *10 the Navajo people have put up 3,000-jars of food for themselves 
at the schools. 

NEARLY ALL NAVAJO SCHOOLS ROU OPEN . 

In the first week of : school the number of children.entering, school-was' • 
about the same as this time last year. Red Reck and Puclbo Pintado Day Schools 
did not have teachers v/hen school opened. Mcenavo and Shcntc Day Schools will 
probably not open this year. 
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At come schools the attendance is very low. Unless it increases at 
these places the teachers w-ill later be.-moved, to other schools* 

Many Nava, jos have loft the.reservation for war work. But the large 
attendance at some of the schools shows that more Navaj os are understanding 
the ..need for education. 

The Navajo Service has boon very fortunate in securing teachers this year. 
A.groat many other s.chpols of the country are closed because there are not 
enough teachers. 

DIAR R HEA GAS ES ON THE. RESERVATION 

. 

Each fall more than one- hundred. Navajo babies, die of diarrhea because 
parents do not understand the danger. There arc many diarrhea cases now on 
the reservation. . ' 

When diarrhea first develops there are throe or four watery, greenish 
stools each day. If this keeps up for several days the child becomes weak* 
feverish and very sick. 

Diarrhea is spread from the excreta of sick persons to well persons. 

People should do those things to save babiess Kill flics. Wash- hands before 
picking up the baby. Boil nursing bottles, and nipples. Boil the milk. 

If the baby becomes sick parents should take it to the hospital the 
first day.

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The housefly is a dangerous pest. It carries diseases from filth. Infant 
diarrhea is carried by'the fly? also typhoid fever. Bury garbage, keep yards 
clean and swat the fly. 

I NDIANS III SOUTH AME R ICA ARE VERY P OOR

In South America there are more Indians than white people. The Indian farms 
are very small. They do not have many horses. They have a few sheep, some 
cattle, goats, burros, and pigs. 

They- plow their fields with oxen. The plow is made of wood. Sometimes 
they have, only a big hoc to cultivate the- fields. 

The sheep arc like Navajo sheep. The sheep have a long wool that is good 
for weaving. The women weave the clothes for all the family. The men wear 
pants, a shirt, and a blanket. The. women wear a dress and a blanket. Those are 
all-made'from wool. The men and women and children all wear a wool hat too. 

They all wear the same kind of hat. 

Houses are made with mud walls and a grass roof because there is not much 
timber in, many places. The houses are dark and smoky inside. The Indians cook 
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with pots raade of clay* 

In sonic places in South America it is very hot* In these places there 
arc many trees and much water. The Indians in these places oat fruit frem the 
forest and fish from the rivers* They travel in boats on the rivers* 

There are not many traders in South America* The Indians do not buy 
food from the trader. They raise their own food. 

When a man wants something he goes to the market place where the Indians 
gather once a week* Here they trade among themselves. Here a man trades a 
pig for some corn. 

Only in a few places are there schools* In South America they learn to 
road and write in Spanish instead of English. There are very few doctors* 

Life is hard for Indians in South America.
